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Municipalization and Labor Problems 

On Friday of last week at 5 p.M., the employees of ali 
the electric-light stations of Paris, with the exception of 
one, went upon a strike and threw practically the cntire 
city into total darkness; both streets and buildings being 
affected, and also the motors which drove the presses for 
the evening papers and furnished other power through- 
out the city. 

One of the significant facts in connection with this is, 
that the favored lighting plant was a municipal one, and 
the only such plant in the city. All probably will agree 
that this is significant; but of what, we expect to hear 
different opinions, those in favor and those opposing 
municipal ownership seeing it in different lights. At the 
first superficial glance it might appear that this exception 
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was a strong argument in favor of municipal ownership. 
The facts of the case appear to be that the employees of 
the municipal plant had been granted favors similar to 
other city employees, such as short hours, a weekly day 
of rest, old age pensions, etc., and the strike in the other 
plants was to enforce a demand for similar terms from 
the private corporations. If there had been no municipal 
plant, in all probability there would have been no strike, 
which may be offered as an argument against municipal 
ownership by those looking for such arguments. As a 
matter of fact, the incident impresses us as offering 
neither of these arguments, but rather as indicating the 
danger which may lie in half-way measures; for there 
would have been no strike, in all probability, if all 
the lighting of the city had been municipalized. In many 
cases the cautious and conservative method is the best; 
in others, the only wise course is to decide all the pros 
and cons beforehand, and then take a decisive step, just 
as the surgeons who have decided to amputate a man’s leg 
would not begin by cutting off a toe to see how he 
stood it. 

The labor problems of the present day are already com- 
plicated and urgent, and it should be only after serious 
consideration of the effect upon them of introducing par- 
tial municipal ownership, that such should be undertaken. 
The effect does not appear to extend ordinarily beyond the 
occupation immediately concerned, but the partial munici- 
palizing of the employees of any one branch of public 
service threatens a danger which is illustrated by this 
Parisian incident. 


The Problem of Refuse Collection 


No problems of the present day are more serious than 
those occasioned by the concentrations in cities of large 
numbers of the country’s population; one of the most 
serious of these being the traffic problem which is espe- 
cially insistent in our larger cities. 

There is another problem, however, which appears but 
little nearer solution now than it was 100 vears ago, and 
that is the collecting of ashes, garbage and other house- 
hold refuse from dwellings and the transportation of the 
same to a point of disposal; even the disposal itself being 
more near to satisfactory solution than is this problem. 
The ordinary method, to which there are exceedingly few 
exceptions, is to carry the ashes from the cellar in an 
open barrel and dump them from this into a cart standing 
in the street, which process almost invariably results in 
spreading a cloud of the finer ashes upon passersby, into 
open windows and wherever else the out-door air may 
penetrate. In many cases the carts themselves are sup- 
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posed to be covered and are provided with facilities for 
this, which, however, in the majority of cases are not 
used, 

In the case of garbage the odors are dispersed over an 
even wider range than are ashes, and are even more 
objectionable to many persons. The argument that no 
other city has a better method than ours (which may or 
may not be true) is no excuse for not endeavoring to 
remedy those conditions. They are endured with little 
grumbling, because no better method is at hand to offer 
as a substitute; but some better method must be found 
before our cities can consider themselves as being fully 
civilized. 


PREPARING SAND FOR A WATER FILTER 


Methods Employed by the New Haven Water Company— 
Water Used to Assist in Screening—Results 
of Filtration 


SEVERAL descriptions have been made public of the 
various appliances for washing filter sand when polluted 
by use, but we can recall few statements of the methods 
employed in preparing sand for the beds. A description 
of such preparation of the sand used in the Whitney- 
ville filters of the New Haven Water Company was 
given by Mr. Chas. A. Ferry in a paper read before 
the Connecticut Society of Civil Engineers, from which 
we extract the following: 

“The Water Company owned extensive beds of sand 
and gravel about a mile and a half from the plant, which 
a mechanical analysis showed to be suitable for the pur- 
pose. Plans were made, and the necessary machinery 
secured for washing and separating the materials into 
the various sizes required. We soon found, however, 
that theory and practice are widely at variance where 
sand screening and washing are concerned, and we were 
obliged to do considerable experimenting before our 
apparatus could be made to work to our satisfaction. 

“As finally constructed, our plant consisted of a hopper 
into which the material was dumped as it was carted 
from the bank. From this it was elevated about 15 feet 
by a chain and bucket elevator and dumped into the 
screens. These consisted of three hexagonal screens 
arranged concentrically on a shaft, varying in length 
from 7 feet for the outer to 13 feet 10 inches in length 
for the inner screen. These screens were held in position, 
4 inches apart, by means of four spiders fastened to the 
shaft and carrying, by means of lock nuts on the arms of 
the spiders, 21%4” x 114” strips of wood, to which the 
wire netting was fastened. The outer, or sand screen, 
was of 1/10-inch; the second of '%4-inch, and the third 
14-inch mesh. Crushed trap rock was used for the two 
coarser layers of stone. 

“The screens were set on a slope of one in eight. 
The mixed material was dumped at the upper end and, 
as the screens revolved, the material gradually worked 
its way to the lower end, except the sand which passed 
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through its screen, where it was delivered into chutes 
which conveyed it to separate storage bins. Over the 
top of the screens was placed a 3-inch water pipe per- 
forated with %-inch holes every % inch, which delivered 
a shower of water onto the screens and converted the 
sand into a semi-fluid condition and prevented the screens 
from clogging. To successfully screen sand by machin- 
ery, it must be thoroughly dry, or else mixed with a 
sufficient amount of water to make it run freely; in 
any intermediate condition the screens will choke up 
and no sand will pass through. This is a trick which 
we learned only after considerable experimenting. After 
passing through the screen the sand was received into 
a box, where it received its first washing. It was expected 
that one washing would be sufficient to remove all of 
the finer material, but we found that it was practically 
impossible to remove all of the particles below the 1/100- 
inch limit. 

“The sand, instead of being single crystals, was largely 
composed of conglomerates, exceedingly fine particles 
cemented together with oxide of iron. These rough 
particles retained the silt, which no amount of washing 
would entirely remove. It is probable, however, that 
the sand as delivered to the beds is actually better 
than the mechanical analysis would show, as a certain 
amount of fine material is produced by the attrition of the 
sand grains against one another and against the wires 
in passing through the sieves. It was found that by 
passing the sand twice through the sieves the amount 
of material passing the finest sieve was about doubled. 

“From the receiving box the sand was carried by a 
14-inch pipe into the washing machine, which consisted 
of a box 12 feet long, 32 inches wide and 26 inches 
deep at the inlet, and 32 inches deep at the outlet 
end. On the bottom of the box was laid, its entire length, 
three lines of 4-inch pipe connected by a 5-inch main 
to the water tank located on top of the sand storage 
bins. These pipes were perforated every 2% inches, 
on the under side, with 3¢-inch holes for the first half 
of the pipe and '%4-inch holes for the remainder. The 
sand was admitted at the shallow end of the box and 
moved gradually to the deeper end, where it was dis- 
charged from the hopper; in the meantime being sepa- 
rated from the finer particles, which were carried by 
the current of water to the surface, where it overflowed 
into a drain which carried it away. 

“From the hopper the sand was raised by an elevator 
to the storage bin. This was 12 feet long, 8 feet wide 
and held about 25 cubic yards. It was raised a sufficient 
height above the ground to permit of the sand being 
delivered by chutes into the carts. The bottom of the 
bin was made watertight, on a slant of one in six. On 
the bottom were nailed 14-inch square battens on which 
were tacked a layer of 14-inch wire netting and on this 
another course of %-inch mesh. This provided free 
drainage for the sand pile and quickly removed all water 
not held by capillary attraction. Along the lower edge 
of the bin was suspended a trough which conducted 
the water to the drain. 
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“A direct acting pump with 5-inch suction and 4-inch 
discharge supplied the 750-gallon tank, located on the 
top of the bins, with water; and a 15-horsepower engine 
furnished power for running the screens and elevators. 
Three men were required to run the plant. About 75 
cubic yards of material could be screened and washed 
per day, and the total cost of putting the prepared sand 
and gravel into the bins, not including the cost of the 
plant, was about thirty-seven cents per cubic yard. 

“The sand did not furnish a sufficient amount of the 
finest grade of gravel, or grits, for our requirements 
and an effort was made to supply the deficiency from 
Long Island, but the dealers there would not furnsih us 
with the grits unless we purchased sand also, and as 
the Water Company were very anxious to get the filters 
into working order as soon as possible, a contract was 
made with the captain of a steam barge to furnish us 
with such amount of sand and gravel as we might need. 
This sand was brought from the White Star Sand Co., 
of Northport, L. I., and was of much better quality than 
that obtained from our local beds. It consisted entirely 
of crystals, was very uniform in size, and remarkably free 
from particles finer than 1/100-inch; some samples hav- 
ing none whatever and scarcely any having more than 
2 per cent., while samples of the local sand which tested 
as low as .5 per cent. were rare, although, as previously 
stated, a considerable portion of this was probably caused 
by the breaking up of some of the conglomerates in 
passing through the sieves. Our specifications for sand 
were: Material which will pass a screen with one-tenth 
of an inch mesh and will not contain more than one-half 
of one per cent. of material which will pass a screen 
with one one-hundredth of an inch mesh. It shall have 
an effective size of not less than twenty-five one-hun- 
dredths of a millimeter nor more than thirty-five one- 
hundredths of a millimeter; and shall have a coefficient of 
uniformity of not more than two and one-half. 

“The first sand which we got out, amd the first ship- 
ments from Long Island, were nearly alike as to size and 
ssisidiaitiad and it was mn togntier hesasssiineneanaien dl 
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the beds, but, subsequently, the local sand ran finer 
while the white sand ran coarser, and it was then placed 
in separate beds. The local sand varied from about 
0.24 to 0.27 millimeters for effective size while the Long 
Island sand ran from about 0.34 to 0.36 mm. Both 
sands appear to give about the same results as regards 
the quality of the effluent; but the fine sand beds will 
not run quite so long without cleaning as those filled 
with the coarser material. The depth of the sand 
the different beds varies from 2 feet to 3 feet 8 inches 
in order to secure regular rotation of the beds; the bed 
with the least depth being left idle as a receptacle for 
washed sand from the other beds. 

“The filters were placed in commission March 20, 1905, 
and have been in continuous service since. The first bed 
was cleaned July 20, and the eleventh bed 27 days 
later; the shortest run for any bed being 116 days and 
the longest 143 days, an average of 130 days. On the 
second run, which included the warmer months, the 
shortest period was 66 days and the longest 75 days, 
an average of 72 days. The highest rate at which the 
filters have ever been run is 4,500,000 gallons per acre 
per day. 

“Daily bacteriological tests are made of the water; 
samples being taken of-the applied water, of the effluent 
from each bed, from the main leading to the clear water 
well and from the main leading from the pump to the 
reservoir. No Bb coli have ever been found in any of 
the samples of the filtered water, although they are fre- 
quently found in the applied water.” 

The numbers of bacteria in the applied water were 
quite low—from 70 to 2,140 per c.c.—and the percentages 
of removal were consequently ie also, varying from. 
80 to 99 per cent; but the numbers in the effluent were 
low, averaging but 13 and 27 during the two weeks when 
the percentage of removal was 80, and at no time rising 
above 32. The average number in the applied water 
was 283.2 and in the effluent 14.8. 
plied water varied from 5 
from 3 to 20.

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RAILROAD CROSSING IMPROVEMENTS 


Improvements in New Haven’s ‘‘Cut”—-Ten Bridges Changed 
—Reinforced Concrete Arches of Unusual 


Design—Other Features 


In New Haven, Conn., there is now nearing comple- 
tion a very extensive piece of work by the N. Y., N. H. & 
H. Railroad, which presents many interesting features. A 
very complete description of this was presented before 
the Connecticut Society of Civil Engineers at the last 
meeting by Mr. John F. Trumbull, engineer in charge of 
the designs, and Mr. C. L. Slocum, assistant engineer in 
charge of bridge design, from whose papers the following 
information is obtained: 

The railroad passes along near the water front through 
a cut about 6,400 feet long, a part being in the bed of 
an old canal. The streets were carried over this cut 
in most cases, but in some the headroom was so small 
that the large modern freight cars could not pass under 
the bridges; and it became imperative to increase the 
headroom. In addition, sharp curves and grades de- 
manded re-alignment and grading to prevent stalling of 
trains. The railroad proposed raising the street bridges, 
but the city refused to consider this, with the consequent 
steepening of approach grades. Incidentally, the addition 
of two main-line tracks was included in the plan. The 
railroad proposed seven plans, none acceptable to the city, 
but a compromise was at last agreed upon by a commis- 
sion on which the city was represented by the Mayor and 
two Aldermen. 

The objection of steeper approaches was met by 
moying the right-of-way farther from State street, which 
nearly parallels it, thus giving a longer approach, which 
consequently rises to a higher level at the bridge than 
would a short one. The maximum grade to these ap- 
proaches is 4 per cent. The maximum elevation above 
the former street surface is 9.5 feet, and the greatest track 
depression 7 feet. An additional change consists in re- 
moving the trolley track from State street for several 
blocks and carrying it on a concrete viaduct above the 
tracks in the cut, the streets being crossed at grade. 
This shortens the trolley route to the railroad station, 
and frees State street for team traffic exclusively. 

This work includes 350,000 cubic yards of excavation, 
of which 200,000 have been completed ; 80,000 cubic yards 
of concrete, of which 20,000 is reinforced ; and a number 
of steel bridges. Besides which there is a large amount 
of piling in foundations, of track laying, of temporary 
bridges and false-work. Also, an extensive system of 
drainage in the cut is made necessary by the fact that 
it receives surface and ground water from most of the 
land to the north of it, and also is in places lower than 
very high tides. 

The excavation, which is largely in sand and gravel, is 
done by steam shovels exclusively, even some of the brick 
buildings on the extended right-of-way being torn down 
and removed by them. Practically all the material needed 
for the concrete, except cement, is obtained in the cut, 
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the sand and gravel excavated being excellent for this 
purpose, and the old walls and foundations being broken 
on the spot by stone crushers. 

For draining the tracks small concrete basins are placed 
at intervals of 300 feet, all connected to a cast-iron pipe 
laid between the tracks. The cut for a length of four 
blocks drains eastward into Mill river; and westward to 
the harbor. The latter line begins as a 16-inch pipe ani 
increases to 36 inches; the grade being 0.06 per cent., 
and the pipe at its lowest point being nearly 5 feet below 
mean high tide. At this point is a centrifugal pumping 
plant having a capacity of 6,000 gallons a minute, driven 
by electricity and started and stopped automatically by 
the rising and falling of water in the pump well. The 
motors are direct current, and Cutler Hammer starting 
devices are used. 

As the original head room of ten of the old bridges 
was but 14 feet 2 inches to 14 feet 6 inches, and it was 
thought desirable to increase this to 18 feet without mak- 
ing the approaches too steep (the streets being used by a 
large amount of heavy teaming), it was necessary to 
adopt bridge designs which would use as little vertical 
space as possible for the floors. Six plate girders were 
used, each spanning four tracks between concrete abut- 
ments. The roadway consists of 2-inch spruce plank 
on 3-inch hard pine, the supports being 6x14 hard pine 
stringers resting on steel floorbeams supported by the 
girders. These bridges are 63 to 75 feet long, the road- 
ways 26 to 45 feet wide, and the sidewalks 8 feet 6 inches 
to 15 feet wide. Provision for water and gas pipes re- 
quired some study. It was decided to enclose them in 
boxes of 2-inch planks, which also serve as wheel guards. 

But one riveted truss was used, at a point where the 
abutments were not parallel and where the street and axis 
of the cut make an angle of 31°, the skews being 50 feet 
at one end and 61 feet at the other, requiring portals of 
unequal and rather unusual length; and the steel work is 
necessarily unsymmetrical throughout. 

Five of the bridges are to be of reinforced-concrete 
(only one of which has yet been built), and these are 
perhaps the most interesting. The one now nearing com- 
pletion crosses eight tracks, one span to two tracks with 
piers between each pair. These bridges are located at the 
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lowest part of the cut, where vertical inches are most 
valuable, and where the original bridge approaches were 
on 6 per cent. to 8.8 per cent. grades; these grades being 
reduced to 3 per cent. in the new construction. To per- 
mit of this the crown thickness is but 14 inches from top 
to bottom of concrete, with 3 inches of paving on top of 
this, or 17 inches from street level to intrados. The rise 
of the arch in the 24 feet horizontal occupied by the cars 
is but 1 foot 11 inches. The total span of each three- 
center arch is 31 feet in the clear. The piers are 2 feet 
thick. One chief advantage of masonry arches was the 
avoidance of injury by smoke and gases, which collect 
in the pockets formed by steel floor construction. A 
train passing through the arch draws out after itself its 
own smoke and gases, and there is no unprotected steel 
to be corroded. 

Old track material was used for considerable of the 
reinforcement; old rails being the main members, con- 
nected by fishplates. In each arch the reinforcement con- 
sisted of several vertical units, spaced about 3 feet apart 
across the bridge. Each unit consisted of a horizontal 
upper member and an arched lower member, each placed 
to come 3 inches inside the upper and lower concrete faces. 
The upper member consists of straight rails spliced to- 
gether in both web and base, placed with the base down; 
the lower member of curved rails placed base up; the 
joints of the latter being filled with babbitt metal, since it 
is in compression. These members touch base to base 
at the crown, and are riveted together there. At other 
points they are connected at intervals of 2 feet with verti- 
cal lacing bolted to the bases. Each arch unit is spliced 
into a corresponding pier or abutment unit, consisting 
of a vertical rail to which are bolted short pieces of rail 
at the proper heights to connect with the arch units. One 
advantage of these large sections is that the resulting 
stiffness makes the units self-supporting, and of such 
strength that if necessary false-work could be omitted 
and the arch lagging, or concrete forms, suspended from 
them; and consequently this construction is especially 
adapted to bridging swift streams or tracks in constant 
use. In this case false-works were used as a conservative 
measure, however, as may be seen in the illustration. A 
disadvantage of the method is that the members must be 
bent at the mill and to a template; whereas slender rods 
can be made to take any shape by hand bending. As a 
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matter of fact, these rails required heating before they 
could be bent to the desired shape without cracking. Be- 
tween these truss units, following both intrados and ex- 
trados, are inserted 14-inch rods, spaced about 1 foot 
centers longitudinally and 2 feet centers transversely. 
The upper and lower points of crossing are tied in by 
\4-inch vertical reund rods. 

The forms for the arches consist of 2 
resting on trusses 4 feet apart, each truss being composed 
of three layers of 10 to 12-inch plank shaped to the curve, 
the whole resting on three timber bents of 12x12 posts, 


2-inch lagging, 


‘between the sills of which and the ground sill were in- 


serted oak adjusting wedges. The wall and abutment 
faces were finished by placing a shield of sheet-iron 8 
inches by 6 feet inside the form and 3 inches from it, 
this 3-inch space being filled with 1:3 mortar after the 
concrete had been deposited inside the shield. The shield 
was then pulled up to the top of the body cone~: te and 
the process repeated. Immediately after the removal of 
the forms the wall was scrubbed with wooden floats. In 
the case of arch intrados the lagging was covered with an 
inch of cement mortar before the concrete was placed. 
A 1:3:5 mixture of concrete was used in abutments and 
piers, and in the arches a I :2:4 mixture, all stones passing 
through a 34-inch ring. The concrete was mixed wet, 
and the resulting arch showed no seepage through it 
after standing for some time covered with snow and 
water, and without any paving on it. 

The roadway of this bridge is 26 feet wide, and the two 
sidewalks are each 7 feet. There was evidently no 
room in the roadway at the crown for water pipes, con- 
duits, and the like. To provide for these the sidewalks 
are raised 10 inches at the gutter and slope up from the 
curb at the rate of 3% inch to the foot; and all pipes and 
conduits are placed under these in the cinder foundation. 
The sidewalk paving is composed of 1 inch of wearing 
surface on 4 inches of concrete. The roadway paving is 
3 inches of bitulithic placed directly on the concrete arch 
material. A high board fence is to be placed on all bridge 
copings to prevent the frightening of horses by trains, 
and the collecting of loungers on the sidewalks. 


Mosquito Extermination in New York 

To obtain results under the present State law concern- 
ing mosquito extermination (see MUNICIPAL JOURNAL 
for February 20), the following procedure seems neces- 
sary: 1, Knowledge concerning the prevalence of 
malaria throughout the State; 2, Examining breeding 
places probably responsible in each locality; 3, Abolish- 
ing the breeding places, this being carried on as either 
private or public work; 4, Engineering in connection with 
such work. The first the State Board of Health will 
furnish; the third is provided for by the law, as to 
both procedure and cost; the fourth the general govern- 
ment is expected to furnish. The second there seems to 
be no provision for, and the Mosquito Extermination So- 
ciety is now appealing to the State Legislature for an.al- 
lowance of $10,000 to cover the expense of mosquito 
surveys and entomological investigations.

Water .Rates—Costs of Systems 


Tue second annual report of the New York State 
Water Supply Commission, just published, is one of the 
most excellent reports of the kind which have come to our 
attention. As is eminently proper, the commission de- 
voted their first energies toward collecting statistics and 
learning just what are the general conditions throughout 
the State relative to water supplies. These statistics are 
very complete and valuable, although unfortunately 
twelve villages out of the 438 in the State failed to re- 
port, and were not included in any of the totals and aver- 
ages. One of these, Glens Falls, is the largest village in 
the State; and another, Batavia, has a population of over 
10,000; but the others are quite small, and the total pop- 
ulation of the entire twelve is but 42,964. It is known 
that seven of them possess municipal water supplies. 

The following table shows the number of places and 
the populations served by public and by private supplies: 











in forty-two cases the average for the second faucet is 
seventy-five cents; for seventy-seven municipalities the 
average annual charge for a bath tub is exactly $3, and 
in the cases of seventy-six municipalities the annual 
charge for one water closet is $3.20 per year. 

“Fifty-one municipalities pay annually $29 per hy- 
drant for fire protection; in many cases the greatest part 
of the income of a private water company is derived 
from this charge for fire protection. 

“The meter charges throughout the State vary con- 
siderably, and it is the general practice to have a gradu- 
ated rate proportioned with the amount of water fur- 
nished. The general rates vary from thirty cents to ten 
cents per thousand gallons, occasionally going as low 
as six cents and also occasionally touching thirty-five 
to fifty cents per thousand gallons; a charge of thirteen 
cents per thousand gallons is about the rate of $1 per 
thousand cubic feet, and this is the flat water rate charged 
by New York City.” The annual income from the water- 
works of most of the municipalities, both large and small, 
averages very closely $2 per capita of population. 

Of the 357 water supplies 61 claimed to possess water- 
purification plants. Twenty employ mechanical filters, four 
employ slow sand filters, eighteen report indefinitely 
“sand filters,’ eleven have coke or charcoal filters, and 
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In this table a municipality served by both a private 
and municipal corporation has been listed among those 
having municipal supplies. Utica, population 62,934, is 
the only city of over 50,000 supplied by a private com- 
pany. 

WATER RATES AND CHARGES. 

Summarizing certain statistics, the report states that 
“the average annual charge by eighty-six cities and in- 
corporated villages for a kitchen hydrant is $5.40, and 


cluded. In this table the maximum “Total” and “Per 
Capita” do not necessarily apply to the same town, and 
the same is true of the minimum. 

The average cost per capita of all gravity supplies is 
$33.95; that of pumping supplies is $30.44, or about 10 
per cent. less; a difference which would probably be 
more than balanced by the additional cost of maintenance 
for the latter. The gravity supplies number 151 and the 
pumping supplies 105; the excess of the former being 
largely among the smaller villages. 


COST OF WATERWORKS SYSTEMS, NEW YORK STATE

Roads and Pavements 


ATHENS, GA.—The City Council has unanimously de- 
cided to divide equally the net profits of the city dispen- 
sary with the county for the purpose of paying interest on 
the county bonds, if the people will vote to issue $135,000 
worth of bonds for the purpose of building roads. Most 
of the roads are made of clay, but there is an abundance 
of gravel and stone that can be obtained at a reasonable 
cost. It is estimated that excellent roads can be built for 
$800 per mile. 

St. JosEpH, Mo.—A new mode of procedure in desig- 
nating streets for pavement and improvement has been 
adopted by the Board of Works. Hitherto it has been 
customary to designate the material to be used, when a 
street is ordered paved. Now a street will be ordered 
paved and petitions from property-owners will select 
the kind of pavement. Details of construction and selec- 
tion of kind of base will be determined by the Board. 

ScueNnectaAby, N. Y.—The committee of citizens ap- 
pointed by Mavor Clute to determine the relative ex- 
pense of widening South Centre and South Clinton streets 
has come to the belief that in some instances, notably in 
the case of Clinton street, the increase in the value of 
property as a result of the street widening will be greate; 
than the cost of condemning the needed portion of it. 
Detailed estimates are being made with a view of verify- 
ing this opinion. 

Wasuincton, D. C—The proposed erection of a mu- 
nicipal asphalt plant in the District has been abandoned 
by the Commissioners, in view of the fact that the appro- 
priation bill for the next fiscal year, which has been 
enacted by Congress, raised the limit of payment for 
sheet asphalt to $1.80 per square yard, and the Com- 
missioners believe they will have no difficulty in obtaining 
proper proposals for asphalt work at this figure. In the 
appropriation for the present fiscal year the limit for 
sheet asphalt was only $1.65 and it was impossible to 
enter into any contract for the work, because of the un- 
reasonable limitation. 


Sewerage and Sanitation 


BALTIMORE, Mp.—The Sewerage Commission has se- 
cured two miles of right-of-way 20 feet wide for the 
outfall sewer leading to the disposal plant. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company has granted a deed of gift 
along its right-of-way practically without charge. Sand 
for the disposal plant itself has been acquired, the price 
having been fixed by arbitrators at $200,000. 

Evizasetu, N. J.—In order to effect the purification of 
the Elizabeth river a bill has been introduced in the Legis- 
lature providing for an issue of $200,000 worth of bonds 
to secure funds for building an intercepting sewer. A 
delegation of Elizabeth citizens will visit Trenton to urge 
the passage of the measure, which has been prepared by 
City Attorney Connolly. 

Harrispurc, PA.—The construction of a dam to im- 
prove sanitary conditions is being considered. The object 
is to hold back sufficient water to cover the flats opposite 
the city. At no stage of the river will the top of the dam 
be uncovered. An opening will be left at the Harris- 
burg end to secure a strong current along the shore where 





the intercepting sewer discharges. Another opening will 
be left for a raft-way. 

LAWRENCE, Mass. — Dr. Kennedy, of the Board of 
Health, and Supt. Collins, of the Water Board, have 
made a visit of inspection to the Washington Mills to look 
over the water system, with a view to ascertaining the 
cause of the large number of typhoid fever cases whose 
origin has been traced to that vicinity. Orders were 
issued to forbid mill hands from drinking water from 
the canal and all tanks in the mill have been cleaned. A 
well is being driven for a water supply, and if that is 
insufficient or unsatisfactory the mill will be piped with 
city water. Out of 44 cases of typhoid reported in a 
month, 36 occurred among people who had been drinking 
water at the mill. The city uses filtered water. 

Troy, N. Y.—A committee representing the different 
city hospitals called on Mayor Mann to request that the 
city increase the payment for all city hospital charges. 
At present the city allows $4 per week and the hospitals 
announce that they will be obliged to charge $1 per day. 
The service includes board, lodging, medical attendance, 
surgical attendance, professional nursing and medical and 
surgical supplies. The actual cost in the local hospital 
amounts to from $1.75 to $2.50 a day. The following 
figures of costs in hospitals in other cities were submitted : 
The German Hospital, New York, $1.30 per day; St. 
Luke’s Hospital, New York, $1.97 per day; Roosevelt 
Hospital, New York, $2.34; Presbyterian Hospital, New 
York, $2.50; University of Pennsylvania Hospital, $2.12. 


Waterworks 


CHESTER, Pa—The contract with the New Chester 
Water Company for supplying the city with water will 
expire in two months. The agreement made twenty years 
ago contains a clause giving the city the option of pur- 
chasing the plant, which, according to Supt. William B. 
Chadwick, is now worth over $2,000,000. 

Cotumsvus, O.—In reply to an enquiry from Norfolk, 
Va., regarding the advisability of using water meters, 
J. O’Shaughnessy, of the Board of Public Service, has 
replied to the effect that several years ago it was found 
difficult to procure sufficient water. An expert estimated 
that it would be necessary to install another pump, with 
a capacity of 15,000,000 gallons, to meet the demands. 
Instead the Board put the city on the meter system and 
found the supply ample, and after six years still have a 
supply to meet the demands. They now have 17,000 
meters in service. At first citizens were against the 
meter system, and for the flat rate. Now they prefer 
the meters. He advises that the city own and rent the 
meters, keeping them in repair. 

CounciL Biurrs, Ia.—The City Council on March 4 
turned down the municipal ownership proposition in con- 
nection with the city waterworks plant, and voted to 
grant a new franchise to the water company, whose fran- 
chise expired some months ago. The action was taken 
after a monster petition, signed by almost every business 
man in the city, had been presented to the Council asking 
that the municipal proposition be killed. 

Mapison, Wis.—Supt. Heim has submitted his an- 
nual report to the Water Commissioners. Regarding 
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water meters he says the number in use increased from 
3,583 to 3,865, leaving only 96 consumers without me- 
ters. The city continues to furnish the meter and meter 
box free, the cost of setting being paid by the consumer. 
The consumption of water was 522,648,000 gallons, or an 
average of 1,431,912 gallons a day, a consumption of 50 
gallons per day for a population of 26,000—an allowance 
being made for some double pumping. The total amount 
of water passed through meters was 191,394,090 gallons. 
The amount of water pumped by the city for operating 
the sewer lift, street sprinkling, street work, flushing 
sewers and culverts, public buildings, churches, schools 
and charitable institutions, drinking fountains,  etc., 
amounted to 286,523,054 gallons. 

NortH Tonawanpba, N. Y.—Mayor W. H. Baker and 
Alderman James McGlynn, of the Fire and Water Com- 
mittee of Lockport, have assured Mayor Eugene deKleist 
and local Aldermen that Lockport will do everything pos- 
sible to protect North Tonawanda and its residents in 
the construction of the Lockport water mains through the 
streets of Tonawanda. Lockport, they said, would be 
willing to comply with any fair conditions which might 
be imposed ; the city would improve the highways through 
which the mains are laid, and a connection would be pro- 
vided with the local water system and hydrants erected 
at. frequent intervals along its line in North Tonawanda 
which the city could use for fire protection. 

ORANGE, N. J.—By a vote of 137 to 16, West Orange 
taxpayers on March 6 decided not to establish a munici- 
pally owned water supply system. Several women voted 
by proxy. There was little interest in the election. The 
voters authorized the Town Council to make a ten years’ 
contract with the West Orange Water Company for a 
supply. 

PATERSON, N. J.—A new plan for a reservoir has 
been presented to the Aldermen by City Engineer Harder. 
The plan is to use the waters of the Ramapo watershed. 
For the sum of $10,000 the dam at the foot of Pompton 
lake, he said, could be replaced, forming a reservoir of 
200,000,000 gallons capacity. As the consumption of 
water is 10,000,000 gallons daily and the flow of the river 
14,000,000 gallons, there would be a small margin of 
flow on the daily drain. However, at the cost of $100,000 
a dam could be built across the Ramapo river above tht 
Susquehanna railroad bridge that would make a reservoir 
five and a half miles long and almost a third of a mile 
wide. The capacity of this reservoir would be 3,000,000,- 
ooo gallons. By increasing the level of the dam 30 feet 
a reservoir of 9,750,000,000 gallons could be formed. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—The Special Water Commission- 
ers who have been investigating the pollution of the 
Schuylkill river have reported that coal waste does more 
to pollute the river than any other one cause. Some coal 
companies have constructed sedimentation basins which 
are very effective; samples of water from washeries were 
found to contain 63,162 parts of coal waste per million, 
whereas after sedimentation it did not contain more than 
112 parts. Chemical examination of water of the Schuyl- 
kill indicated progressive increasing contamination from 
Pottsville to Philadelphia. Bacteriological examination 
in some instances gave similar results and in others 
showed marked increases at Reading, Norristown and 
Manayunk. Present laws preventing contamination are 
declared adequate and the recommendation is made that 
inspectors be employed to supply the Law Department 
with evidence. 

San Francisco, Cat.—The city, through the Board 
of Supervisors, has begun steps to secure, without need- 
less delay, the entire plant of the Spring Valley Water 
Company. City Attorney William F. Burke has forwarded 
to the Supervisors an opinion, in which he stated that it 
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was the duty of the Board to immediately seize the water 
system. The action of forfeiture is taken under the pro- 
visions of a State law which the company is accused of 
having violated by charging rates for the year I1go2 in 
1906. The company values their property at $53,000,000. 
Acting Mayor Gallagher says that the Board will at once 
grant the City Attorney full authority and provide him 
with all the necessary funds to inaugurate without delay 
whatever proceedings he as the city’s legal representative 
may deem proper. 


Street Lighting 


BaLtiMorE, Mp.—Baltimore’s income from its system 
of underground conduits is steadily growing, its receipts 
for the coming year being estimated at $75,000. Up to 
date there has been spent on this system $1,565,000. 
There are 33 miles of trunk line subways containing 840 
miles of single ducts, 38 miles of house-to-house service 
and distribution service containing 305 miles of single 
ducts, and three miles of laterals, containing 29 miles of 
single ducts. The cost of the ducts has been Ig I-3 cents 
per foot in the trunk lines ; 2234 cents per foot in the dis- 
tributing system, and 20 cents per foot in the laterals. 
The average price charged for rent of ducts is 534 cents 
a foot. About 310 miles of cables, some containing 100 
pairs of wires, are already in the subways. Nearly 700 
poles and over 400 miles of wire have been removed since 
the work on the subways started in 1899. There are now 
no overhead wires in the burnt district. 

INDIANAPOLIS, IND.—The sum of $4,134.96, represent- 
ing 5 per cent. of the gross receipts of the People’s Light 
and Heat Company for the year 1906, has been paid to 
City Controller Breunig by the company, under a condi- 
tion of its franchise. The gross receipts of the company 
for the year, according to its statement, were $82,699.35. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis.—A notice that the city has been 
violating the Rivers and Harbors Act in not equipping 
river bridges with proper lights is the substance of a 
complaint filed with Mayor Becker by Maj. W. V. Jud- 
son, of the U. S. Engineering Corps. It seems that the 
bridges had never been properly equipped with lights 
and plans are now being prepared for proper signals on 
all structures across the river. 

Newark, N. J.—To the Council Committee in charge 
of the installation of an independent lighting plant in 
the City Hall has been referred the question of establish- 
ing a municipal lighting plant. The committee is espe- 
cially requested to consider the installation of hydro- 
electric plant in the city’s water shed. Alderman Bier- 
tumpfel, a hydraulic engineer, is quoted as saying that 
from 3,000 to 5,000 horsepower can be developed in the 
water shed and that this should supply the lighting to 
the city at a cost of $50 or $55 per arc lamp. This 
scheme is estimated to cost $225,000 less than the instal- 
lation of a steam plant which was estimated at $825,000. 
Moreover, in operating expenses it is claimed that $144,- 
000 can be saved yearly. 

Rocuester, N. Y.—The State Commission of Gas 
and Electricity has entered an order in the complaint of 
Mayor James G. Cutler, of Rochester, against the Roch- 
ester Railway and Light Company fixing the price of gas 
and electricity in Rochester at 95 cents for gas from 
July 1, 1907, and eight cents per kilowatt hour for elec- 
tricity from October 1, 1907. The company agrees to 
furnish gas of not less than 20 candlepower and to ex- 
pend not less than $600,000 during the coming year for 
extensions and betterments. The Commission fixes the 
pressure at not less than one and a half inches and pre- 
scribes that the gas should not contain more than five 
grains of ammonia and twenty grains of sulphur or more 
than a trace of sulphuretted hydrogen. 
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ROCKVILLE, Conn.—The establishment of a municipal 
gas and electric plant is the desire of Mayor Forster, 
Corporation Council John E. Fish, Councilman Yeo- 
mans, and others. To accomplish this, an amendment to 
the city charter is necessary and a hearing on the matter 
has been given before a Legislative committee. A bill 
which has received the approval of the City Council per- 
mitting the city to purchase the local electric-light and 
gas plant, is pending. 

PENSACOLA, FLa.—The City Council has passed a reso- 
lution to offer the Pensacola Water Company $187,500 
for its plant and property in Pensacola, but it is doubted 
that the company will accept the proposition. A hitch in 
the city taking over the waterworks plant may finally 
terminate in the building of an independent plant, though 
this is not desired if there is any way to avoid it, owing 
to the fact that the water company holds a contract with 
the city to furnish water which amounts to over $10,000 
per year, and this does not expire for over twenty years. 


Fire and Police 


Eric, Pa.—The question of furnishing fire protection 
to suburbs outside of the city limits is being discussed 
by the Commissioners. It has been customary to furnish 
such protection. While the withdrawal of protection 
from factories in which many residents of the city are 
employed is not contemplated, there are good reasons for 
discontinuing general protection. The city might be 
liable for damages, if a fire should damage city property, 
while the department was absent in the country. 

INDIANAPOLIS, IND.—The bill taking the power of ap- 
pointing Police Commissioners out of the hands of the 
Governor and giving it to the Mayors has passed the 
Legislature. The law, which is believed to have the 
approval of Governor Hanley, affects all cities of a popu- 
lation between 10,000 and 35,000; these cities are Elk- 
hart, Anderson, Muncie, New Albany, Vincennes, Rich- 
mond, Michigan City, Marion, Logansport, Lafayette, 
Kokomo, Jeffersonville, Hammond and Elwood. 

PirtspurG, PA.—On the Ist of March seventy-five new 
patrolmen were added to the force. At the same time 
four mounted policemen were delegated for traffic duty 
in the downtown streets. The latter innovation, Director 
Ridgway states, is a result of his observations on the 
work of the mounted squad in New York City. The 
moral effect of mounted men on teamsters and auto 
drivers is good. When trouble arises in streets at a 
distance from the intersection the corner men cannot 
attend to it. The new men are picked men and have 
served in the U. S. Cavalry or the State Pennsylvania 
Constabulary. 

RocHeEsTEerR, N. Y.—The Board of Estimate and Con- 
trol has allowed the item of $3,200 for an auto police 
patrol wagon. The argument is that with an auto-patrol 
wagon stationed at the Third Police Precinct Station, on 
University avenue, it will not be necessary to provide 
additional patrolmen for the Twenty-first Ward. Besides 
the new wagon could cover central territory in emer- 
gencies. 

SoutH ORANGE, N. J.—The dog patrol system con- 
tinues with varying fortune. Rover, owing to his hos- 
tility to village cats, is in disgrace, and is confined in 
his cell with a feline, in hopes that he will become 
friendly with the species to which his companion belongs. 
Ghent, police dog No. 2, recently discovered a man lying 
near the road, and his barking summoned his master to 
the assistance of the man, who was in a stupor and 
almost frozen. 

WasuincTon, D. C.—In connection with the enforce- 
ment of the new fire-escape law, which requires escapes 
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and certain other fire precautions on all buildings over 
three stories in height or more than thirty feet high, Wil- 
liam T. Belt, Fire Chief, and Fire Marshal Nicholson 
are spending their afternoons visiting buildings which 
come under the law. All the theatres and hotels have 
fire escapes of a standard pattern and have installed the 
other fixtures, such as “red exit lights,” “exit signs,” fire 
extinguishers and alarm gongs, and other buildings which 
were not required to erect fire escapes under the old 
law are making the necessary arrangements to comply. 


Government and Finance 


AtBany, N. Y.—The “White” Charter Bill for cities 
of the second class places practically all responsibility 
for the proper conduct of business affairs on the Mayor. 
The city’s chief executive, tovether with his appointees, 
have the controlling voice in the city government, and as 
he is elected directly by the voters, he is regarded in 
the theory of the charter as solely responsible to the 
people for the acts of the entire administration. In the 
workings of the various boards of the city government 
the Mayor holds the balance of power. In the Board 
of Apportionment and in the Board of Contract and Sup- 
ply the Mayor and his appointees control. 

ALLEGHENY, Pa.—The Board of Assessors has com- 
pleted the city property valuations for the year 1907. 
The total valuation is: gross, $102,233,850; net, $93,955,- 
525. The total tax assessed is $1,929,769, as against 
$1,887,988 last year. 

BATTLE CREEK, Micu.—The Council has decided to 
apply for charter amendments regarding the following 
natters : To allow the city to clear the river beds to avoid 
floods ; to restrict saloons to one per 1,000 population ; to 
reduce the justice courts from four to two, and to add 
a referendum clause to the amendment increasing the 
salaries of the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Bismarck, N. D.—A bill providing for a board of 
five Commissioners in the place of Mayor and Aldermen 
in cities of a population of 2,000 or over in cases where 
a majority of the voters express a desire for such a 
change has been introduced in the legislature by Senator 
Hanna. 


Boston, Mass.—The annual budget of appropriations 
has been sent by Mayor John F. Fitzgerald to the Board 
of Aldermen. The amount of the budget is $18,397,867 
as compared with $17,537,470 appropriated last year. In- 
creases in the Street, Sanitary and Sewer Departments 
the Mayor attributes to the fact that the laborers in those 
Departments will receive $2.25 a day instead of $2. An 
increase of $40,000 in the expenses of the Mayor’s office 
is the amount wanted for the Publicity Bureau. An 
increase of $11,000 for the Assessing Department is to 
cover the expense of maintaining an agent at the State 
House to watch for franchise taxes. 

Bripceton, N. J.—A new city charter, modeled after 
the charter of Galveston, Tex., has been prepared and 
presented to the legislature. It provides for the election 
of five City Councilmen on a general ticket at $500 a year 
each, instead of having fifteen Councilmen elected by 
ward lines and serving gratuitously. These five Coun- 
cilmen are to serve, upon election to the positions by the 
whole number of Council, one as Commissioner of Fi- 
nance, one as Commissioner of Public Works, one as 
Commissioner of Streets and Highways, one as Commis- 
sioner of Parks and Buildings, and one as Commissioner 
of Public Safety, and are to have direct charge of their 
respective departments. All city moneys will be handled 
by the City Treasurer, who shall be elected by popular 
vote. 

Detroit, Micu.—An opinion regarding the power of 
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the Common Council to compel the Detroit United Rail- 
way Company to install noise-preventing devices has been 
given by Corporation Counsel Tarsney. For such noise 
as is necessary in the operation of a railroad there is 
no remedy. ‘This principle, however, does not contem- 
plate permitting such unnecessary noise as is caused by 
low joints or trackage otherwise out of repair or such 
as arises from loose journals, or uncovered gear, flat 
wheels or lack of proper lubricant, or other defect in 
the maintenance or operation of the cars as may be pre- 
vented by the exercise of ordinary mechanical skill or 
judgment. Noises of this class constitute a nuisance. If 
there be any known noise-preventing device or methods 
of construction, it is within the power of Council to 
require their use. 

HartFrorD, Conn.—The State Commission on Uniform 
Charters for Cities recently held its third and last meet- 
ing in the office of Mayor Henney, the Chairman. A 
resolution was passed declaring that it is impracticable 
to draft any laws of such a character as to make all 
laws in the nature of charter provisions relating to cities 
in Connecticut uniform and acceptable. The Commis- 
sion, however, has accomplished one important piece of 
work. ‘There was prepared and submitted to a repre- 
sentative of each city in the State a series of questions 
relative to the charter provisions of the city, and the 
replies have been received and printed. 

Lexincron, Ky.—The financial report of City Auditor 
Kaufman, showing the condition of the city funds, has 
been submitted to Mayor Thomas A. Combs. Bonds 
to the amount of $10,430 are renorted as due and unpaid. 
The reason for this is that the city does not know who 
owns or holds these bonds, and they have never been 
presented for payment. The money is kept on hand to 
pay them whenever presented. 

Paterson, N. J.—A large meeting, at which Judge 
Irancis Scott presided, was held to indorse Senator 
Hinchcliff’s Legislative bill providing for changes in 
methods of city government by the creation of appointive 
Boards of Finance, Works, Fire and Police. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—Declarine that the salvation of 
the city lay in the reduction of the number of its Coun- 
cilmen and the payment of a reasonable salary to the 
members of both branches, Mayor John Weaver outlined 
his views of changes needed in the government of the 
citv. The election of two Councilmen from one Ward 
is objectionable, and the time required in the perform- 
ance of duties is too much for a poor man to give with- 
out compensation. 


Woonsocket, R. I.—The finances of the city, accord- 


ing to figures given in Mayor Abelard Archambault’s 
message are in a bad way. The net debt of the city is 
$2,595,307. In 1895 the debt was $1,385,000—an increase 


of $1,210,307 in the space of eleven vears. Although last 
vear a dollar per thousand was added to the tax rate and 
the income increased $40,500, there was a deficit of $93,- 
000. The bad condition of city finances the Mayor at- 
tributes to the inequality of taxation, some property being 
assessed for only one-third of its value, while other prop- 
erty is assessed in full. A commission to revalue prop- 
erty is recommended. 


Refuse Collection and Disposal 


BurraLto, N. Y.—The cost of snow removal to the 
city, according to Commissioner Kennedy, has amounted 
to $10,000 and will probably not exceed $12,000 for the 
winter. This work includes the removal of snow and ice 
from the business section, the cleaning of all crosswalks 
and approaches. Referring to the New York City esti- 
mate of $1,250,000, the Commissioner said that in New 
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York, after a snow, all kinds of wagons were pressed 
into service at enormous expense and some sections of 
the city cleaned. If that sort of work should be attempted 
in Buffalo there would be a riot. 

New Yorx Ciry.—In the office of Commissioner 
Craven of the Street Cleaning Department hangs a map 
which is dotted with pegs, some stationary, and some 
being constantly changed, the general appearance being 
that of a war map. The fixed pegs indicate stables or 
property of the department of one kind or another. The 
movable pegs, for the most part, indicate the location 
from which complaints have been received. The colors 
and their meanings are: red, ashes; green, garbage; blue, 
refuse; white, condition of street; black, dirt swept into 
sewers; dark blue, misconduct of employee. 

NorFrotk, Va.—Some innovations in refuse disposal 
matters have been introduced. Waste paper boxes will 
be distributed throughout the city by a contractor who 
provides and places them free of cost for the sake of 
the advertising privileges. As adjuncts to the parapher- 
nalia of the garbage collected, thirty old-fashioned tin 
dinner horns have been purchased. The horns will notify 
householders of the approach of the collector, so that 
garbage cans may be placed on the sidewalks and there 
will be no need for cans to remain on the walk for a 
long time. 

ScHENEcTADy, N. Y.—A special committee, appointed 
by the Mayor to consider the question of garbage dis- 
posal, will submit its report to the Common Council 
advising the letting of a contract for a five-year period, 
leaving the choice of incinerating or reduction to the 
successful bidder. The population of the city is 75,000. 
City Engineer Sebring, having charge of the matter, will 
give any information desired. 


Parks and City Beauty 


BALTIMORE, Mp.—-Upon what city department does 
the care of shade trees in Baltimore streets devolve is 
the question nut to City Solicitor Bruce by City Coun- 
cilman Oregon Milton Dennis. Some time ago the 
Councilman called the attention of the Park Board to 
some trees in his ward that needed attention and was 
informed that the Board had no jurisdiction outside of 
the legal limits of parks. As the Park Board has in 
times past planted trees along various streets and now 
repudiates their maintenance, must the trees then be con- 
sidered as municipal orphans? 

Bay Ciry, Micu.—One of the largest meetings ever 
held to decide on a public question gave unqualified ap- 
proval to a »roject to bond the citv for the purpose of 
transforming several acres of land along the Saginaw 
river into a public park. The amount required is about 
$175,000. Along with this project is a private enterprise 
supported by public subscriptions to raise $250,000 to 
build a hotel suitable for summer residents, the building 
to be located opposite the proposed park. 

EvizABETH, N. J.—The Legislation Committee of the 
City Council has gone to Trenton to urge the passage 
of a bill recently prepared by City Attorney Connolly 
providing for the erection of a recreation pier on property 
along the water front recently purchased by the city. 
A dock belonging to a railroad company has been open to 
the public and practically served the purpose of a recrea- 
tion pier, but the building of warehouses there has pre- 
vented its further use. 

GRAND Rapips, Micu.—The Park Commission is 
likely to receive an addition of two acres of land to the 
city playground and the Mary Waters Field in a some- 
what novel manner. Unpaid taxes on these lots have 
accumulated until they amount to more than the present 
value of the property. In order that the city may acquire

the propery, Senator Fyfe has introduced a bill in the 
legislature to convey the State’s tax interests to the city. 
The State’s share of unpaid taxes amounts to $1,500 and 
the city’s share $4,500. 

New York, N. Y.—An elaborate system of parks for 
Queens is proposed in the final report of the City Im- 
provement Commission. The suggestion is made that 
the city acquire 13,000 acres in the Borough where there 
are now less than 600 acres of park lands. On the advice 
of Olmsted Brothers a general park system was laid out, 
covering every section from Rockaway point on the 
ocean front to Little Neck Bay on Long Island Sound. 
included in the proposed system are seven parks of con- 
siderable area and a series of parkways connecting them 
and also joining the park system of Brooklyn. 

Sr. ALBANS, Vt.—Francis J. Houghton has offered to 
give a tract of six acres of land on the east side of South 
Elm street for a public park subject to a few reasonable 
and inexpensive conditions. At the present time there 
are no playgrounds in the western end of the city where 
children can go to play without crossing the railroad 
yards. 

TuscaLoosa, Fra.—A plan has been suggested to the 
Board of Mayor and Aldermen by some adjacent prop- 
erty owners that the triangular lot at the intersection of 
Fourteenth street and Queen City avenue be parked. The 
property owners are willing to bear most of the expense 
of parking this lot, the idea being to beautify the plot with 
fountains, etc., and to put down concrete walks on all 
sides. 

Rapid Transit 


Granp Rapips, Micu.—The special committee hav- 
ing in charge the matter of street car extensions has 
reported that of the ten routes asked for only two have 
been agreed to by the street railway company. The com- 
mittee states that the present system was designed for 
a city of 65,000 instead of one of 100,000. The report 
concludes with the recommendation that the Board of 
Public Works direct its General Manager and the City 
Engineer to ascertain at their earliest convenience the ap- 
proximate costs of the extensions mentioned and _ that 
the necessary preparation be made to aid in incorporating 
in the State constitution a provision permitting munici- 
palities to build, equip and operate street car lines in 
the State of Michigan. 

Jounstown, Pa.—Mayor Young has vetoed two ordi- 
nances granting free and perpetual franchises to the 
Johnstown Terminal Street Railway Company and the 
Southern Cambria Railroad Company, which are seeking 
terminal facilities in the city. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Mtnn.—An order of the United States 
District Court has been served on Mayor James C. 
Haynes restraining the city from putting into effect the 
ordinance passed by the Council, February 9, providing 
that the railroad company shall sell six street car tickets 
for 25 cents. It is set forth in the complainant’s order, 
which is signed by Willard J. Hield, manager for the 
street railway company, that the corporation was organ- 
ized in 1873 for a period of fifty years, and that the 
life of the charter extends to July 1, 1937, and that the 
company has a vested property right to charge and col- 
lect a fare of five cents from each passenger within the 
city limits, and this right does not expire until July 1, 
1937. And it is further stated that an enforcement of 
the ordinance passed by the City Council February 9, 
1907, by the resnondent will involve directly and imme- 
diately an irreparable injury to the corporation’s vested 
rights. 

Newark, N. J.—In a message to the Board of Works 
Mayor Haussling repeated the recommendation made in 
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his inaugural message that a subway for trolley cars 
should be built under the two principal streets where 
they intersect and for a quarter mile or more all ways. 
The congestion at this corner has become intolerable. 
The matter was referred by the Board of Public Works 
to City Engineer Morris Sherrerd for a report on the 
ieasibility of the plant, its approximate cost of construc- 
tion and maintenance. 

New York, N. Y.—Owing to the opposition of prop- 
erty owners it seems likely that the plan approved by 
Mayor McClellan for removing the tracks of the New 
York Central Railroad from Eleventh avenue will be 
abandoned. The property owners object to any plan 
that does not compel the railroad company to place its 
tracks in a subway south of Thirtieth street, and further- 
more they object to any extension of the company’s rights 
along the river front. The result will be an attempt to 
condemn the tracks under the Saxe law, as it is or as it 
may be amended, which will involve long and extensive 
litigaton and perhaps in the end a prohibitive cost. 

PittspurG, Pa.—A new ordinance was submitted to 
the Councilmanic Rapid Transit Commission on behalf 
of the Pittsburg Subways Company, and it.was officially 
stated to represent the best terms which the company 
will make with the city in the building of an underground 
system. It is proposed that the life of the franchise is 
to be fifty years; during the first five years the city is 
to receive no compensation, but during the second five 
two per cent. of the ross receipts is allowed, and the 
compensation is to increase one-half of one per cent. every 
five years, so that during the last five years of the term 
the city will get six per cent. of the gross receipts. This 
is subject to a provision, however, that forty per cent. 
of these receipts shall be sufficient to pay the interest 
on the bonded indebtedness. A board of three engineers 
is to be appointed by the Mayor and compensated by 
the company to approve plans for the road. The pur- 
chase option provides that after January 1, 1930, the city 
may buy the road for actual cost of construction plus 
twenty-five per cent. and plus the cost of stations, power 
houses and equipment. 


Miscellaneous 


LansinG, Micu.—Many of the cities of the State are 
secking charter amendments providing for local regula- 
tion of saloons. In Lansing, where local regulation ob- 
tains, saloons are limited to one for every 1,000 popula- 
tion, and the city is one of the most orderly in the State. 
Among the cities asking changes is Albion, which desires 
a limit of one per thousand. Belding wishes to have 
conferred upon the Common Council authority to regu- 
late, prohibit, suppress and limit the number of saloons; 
to require all such places to be closed on the Sabbath 
day, and upon such other days and such hours of every 
night as the Common Council may prescribe. 

LouIsvILLE, Ky.—Eight hundred placards warning the 
people of Louisville against violation of the anti-spitting 
ordinance have been ordered by the Board of Public 
Safety to be displayed conspicuously about the city. Five 
hundred notices are to be placed in public buildings and 
conveyances, and three hundred printed on enamel and 
proof against weather will be posted on buildings and 
poles. 

SALEM, Mass.—The Salem police are now enforcing 
the law which forbids minors to frequent pool rooms, 
bowling alleys, dance halls and other places of amuse- 
ment. In some cases the police have been confronted 


by letters of parents, or purporting to be from parents, 
giving the minor permission to attend these places of 
amusement.

LEGAL NEWS 


A Summary and Notes .s of Recent Decisions 
—Rulings of Municipal Interest 


Telephone Lines 


Burrell vs. American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company.—The company erect- 
ed telephone lines in 1896 in front of 
Burrell’s property without any definite 
agreement about payment for the priv- 
ilege. Some years after the company 
sought to make some changes in their 
lines but were restrained. At the trial 
the company established the fact that 
the wire was a busy one and that they 
would be put to considerable expense 
and trouble to remove the line. The 
court held that a telephone line in a 
public highway is an additional burden 


upon the fee, for which the owner of 
the fee is entitled to compensation. 
The maintenance of the line is a con- 


tinuing trespass. The fact that the line 
is important and inconvenience would 
result from its removal is of no im- 
nortance, for if the land were needed 
for public purposes it could be con- 
demned in the regular way.—lIllinois 
Court. 


Metropolitan Police Law 


Controller W. A. Arnett vs. State of 
Indiana ex rel.—It was contended that 
Arnett, Controller of Kokomo, had no 
right to pay warrants because the Po- 


lice Commissioners had no right to 
issue them. Judge Gillett held that the 
State had the power to maintain order 


and suppress crime throughout its ter- 
ritory without reference to the wishes 
of the people of the particular locality, 
and that the delegation of power in the 


Governor in the matter of fixing com- 
pensation of the Commissioners did 
not invalidate the law. It was also 


held that the proviso in the cities and 
towns act declaring that the metropol- 
itan police law already existing was 
not repealed, was effective —lIndiana 
Supreme Court. 


Bridge Over River 


Secretary of War vs. Union Bridge Com- 
nvany.—The court upheld the action of 
the Secretary of War in ordering the 
Union Bridge Company, of Pittsburg, 
to so raise its bridge between that city 
and Allegheny City that it would not 
interfere with the navigation of the 
river. The change will cost the com- 
pany $500,000, and some of the rail- 
road bridges now crossing the river at 
Pittsburg must also be changed at a 
cost of several million dollars. The 
Union company claimed that the nav- 
igation act was unconstitutional be- 
cause it gave the Secretary of War ju- 
dicial power and also took its property 
for public use without compensation.— 
U. S. Supreme Court, Washington, 
D.< 

Perpetual Franchise 


Des Moines Street Railway vs. Des 
Moines.—The Street Railway has been 
granted an injunction by Judge Smith 
McPherson restraining the city from 
ousting the railroad company from the 
streets of the city. The court holds 
that the company has a _ perpetual 
franchise, granted in 1865, and_ that 
legislation passed in 1873 and since 
then is not applicable because it con- 
flicts with the Federal constitution, 


and that the citv has recognized the 
franchise by ordering extensions and 
betterments.—Iowa State Court.

American Water Works Association.— 
The Twenty-seventh Annual Convention 
will be held at Toronto, Canada, June 
11-15.

New England Water Works Associa- 
tion —At a meeting of the Association 


at Hotel Brunswick, Boston, Mass., 
March 13, the following papers were 
read: “Some New Facts Regarding the 
Use and Waste of W ater, ” by Mr. Wil- 
liam S. Johnson, and “Description of 
the Plant at Peabody, Mass., Involving 


Construction of Tunnel, New Reservoir, 


New Pumping Station, and High-Duty 
Worthington Pump,” by Mr. F. A. Bar- 
bour. 


Washington Society of Engineers.—At 
a smoker given by the Society, March 5, 
at its rooms, 729 Fifteenth street, George 
R, Putnam, Director of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey in the Philippine Isl- 
ands, delivered an address describing the 
progress of engineering work there. Five 
boats are being used by the Coast Sur- 
vey, two of which were built in Japan. 
Natives are employed to a large extent, 
draftsmen even being employed and giv- 
ing satisfaction. The Coast Survey costs 
$250,000 per annum, of which the U. S. 
Government pays two-thirds. The coast 
line is estimated at 11,000 miles, of which 
1,645 have been surveyed. Speaking of 
other engineering work, Mr. Putnam 
stated that 700 miles of railroads are 
being constructed. Another great pro- 
ject is the building of the breakwater 
for Manila Harbor and the dredging of 
the harbor to a uniform depth of about 
thirty feet. The dirt dredged is being 
used to build up the land on the harbor 
front, and the new area thus made will 
be practically as large as the area of 
the old walled city and will be the most 
valuable land for business purposes in 
the city. The establishment of a sewer 
system for the city is also contemplated, 
the contracts having been awarded. No 
map of the topography of the islands 
has as yet been made, although one is 
much needed, the speaker stated. 

American Institute of Electrical En- 
gineers—At the meeting, March 1, at 
the Engineers’ Society Building, 33 West 
Thirty-ninth street, New York City, Mr. 
J. L. R. Hayden read a paper on “Alter- 
nating-Current Electrolysis,” giving the 
results of extended experiments tending 
to show that alternating-current elec- 
trolysis varies from practically nothing 
to somewhat less than 1 per cent of di- 
rect-current electrolysis. The statement 
was made that the superposition of a 
direct current equal to 3.86 per cent. of 
the alternating current, would give com- 
plete protection against electrolysis by 
alternating current. Mr. A. A. Knudson 
read a paper on “Electrolytic Corrosion 
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” 


of Iron and Steel in Concrete,” in which 
he showed that the concrete deteriorated 
and cracked when the iron was subjected 
to a current. Mr. George L. Rhodes 
read a paper on “Some Theoretical Notes 
on the Reduction of Earth Currents from 
Electric Railway Systems by Means of 
Negative Feeders.” The author stated 
that by the use of negative boosters and 
proper arrangement of negative feeders 
each current could be reduced to 1.2 per 
cent. of the original leakage. 

New York Electrical Society.—At the 
meeting, February 27, Prof. H. B. Smith, 
of Worcester Polytechnic Institute, Wor- 
cester, Mass., delivered an address, with 
illustrations, on “Power Transmission 
Voltages of To-day and To-morrow.” 
At the present time the production of 
current in this country far exceeds that 
of any other country. In the future 
higher tension currents for long-distance 
transmission than are now possible will 
be demanded. At Worcester, several 
transformers have been built to deliver 
current up to 300,000 volts. 

American Electrochemical Society.— 
At the meeting, February 26, at the 
Chemists’ Club, 108 West Fifty-fifth 
street, New York City, Prof. Charles E. 
Lucke, of the Mechanical Engineering 
Department, Columbia University, read 
a paper on “The Relative Cost of Power 
from Water, Steam, Gas and Oil.” The 
natural resources of the place in ques- 
tion, local conditions and the load fac- 
tor were held to govern in the selection 
of the kind of power.

Trade Notes 


CEMENT-MakING MACHINERY.—The Power and Min- 
ing Machinery Company, Cudahy, Wisconsin, issues a 
catalogue describing its complete line of machinery for 
the production of Portland cement by either the wet or 
dry process. Chief among the machinery described are 
the McCully crushers. A number of rotary dryers are 
made, with stationary fire boxes, but different types of 
tubes ; one is divided into four or more compartments, in 
another the shell is fitted with lifters, another is lined with 
fire bricks. Tube mills, conveyors and other appliances 
used in the manufacture of cement are also described. 

GARBAGE Can.—The Arrow Can Company, 35 War- 
ren street, New York city, is manufacturing garbage 
cans this year in two new sizes, No. I (15x24) and No. 
OI (15x18). These cans, like No. 2 of last year, are 
heavily reinforced with side flutes made in the body of 
the can and containing half-inch steel rods. The can is 
made of sheet steel in its natural state, and is heavily gal- 
vanized inside and out—a process which is said to add 
two gauges to the thickness of the metal and strengthen 
the can. After it is all assembled drop handles of mal- 
leable iron are attached and secured with heavy clips. The 
advantages claimed for this can are that two of the rein- 
forcing flutes always rest on the side of the cart; the 
flute and rod reinforcement has the advantage that it can- 
not break like wooden slats. 

Merat Srrucrures.—The Chicago Bridge and Iron 
Works, Throop and tosth streets, issue a booklet describ- 
ing their water towers, stand pipes, smoke stacks, grain 
tanks, bridges, riveted pipe, roof trusses, buildings and 
turntables. Among the tanks described is that supplied 
to the Louisville Water Company, Louisville, Ky. This 
is said to be the largest elevated tank ever built, having a 
capacity of 475,000 gallons and a height of 220 feet from 
the top of foundations to top of tank. The tank itself is 
30 feet in diameter, 90 feet deep, and has a 48-inch riv- 
eted steel riser pipe. The use of tanks is urged in the 
place of stand ~‘~es on the ground that water in the lower 
80 fect of stand pipe is of but little value. 

Picks.—The business formerly conducted at Waltham, 
Mass., by Fred C. Gifford and at Quincy by Pinel Bros., 
have been consolidated and will hereafter be conducted 
by a Massachusetts corporation, the Gifford-Pinel Com- 
pany, with office at 140 Pearl street, Boston. For the 
present the shops will remain in Quincy and Waltham, 
where the new corporation will manufacture high-grade 
tools of iron and steel in great variety. 


PorTABLE Compressor. — The Abenaque Machine , 


Works, Westminster Station, Vermont, manufacture a 


portable self-contained air compressor and gasoline en-: 


gine especially suited for contractors working in out- 
lying districts. The engine is of 12 rated horsepower ca- 
pacity and the compressor is an 8x8, the outfit being cal- 
culated to maintain an air pressure of 100 pounds when 
supplying 7* cubic feet of free air per minute. Both 
engine and compressor are mounted on long Z beams, 
the drive being from pinion on engine shaft to spur 
gear on compressor shaft. On many jobs this machine 
will furnish all the power necessary, as by the removal 
of the split pinion on the engine shaft a friction clutch 
pulley may be substituted so that by a belt drive a pump, 
stone crusher, cement mixer, circular saw, hoist, etc., 
may be used. The compressor is equipped with an un- 
loading device which mav be set for an desired pressure. 
When this pressure is reached the compressor valves on 
both sides of the piston are held open until such time as 
the pressure in the receiver falls below the set amount. 
The equipment also includes a patent cooling system by 
which a small amount of water may be used repeatedly.
